The Iridian liquor business is nssum- 
ing a novel phase on tbo soaboiml. 
It has been contended by some of the 
more zealous advocntos of Tomporauco 
that man owes n knowledge of the 
art' of distillation to the direct, porson- 
l ar teaching. of Old Nick ;and in spuio of 
the Temprtrance; literature of the day 
the wDgravings represent the old gen- 
tleman, ■wifcHTorked' tail and homed 
Jl.'l^fiaiajl superintending the opo rations. 
!• -iclWithout waiting to discuss Temper- 
• • vice principles, it muj<t bo admitted 
that the pccauct.of'tlie art is ..greatly 
-■'i^i^^used' iand tends' in a direbtidtf , but 
{^b wdl calculated to give a sort of 
t.,jilau^ibility to the dqctrinci. From 
"whatever sourpe mapi's first knowledge 
of the art may have proceeded, it is 
assorted tiiat a discharged United 
States soldier has recently initiated 
the Indians of Alaska into its myster- 
ies. Certain it is that they Imvo learn- 
ed it and are oxtcnsivply practicing it 
all along the coast. Their stills are 
of the most primitive description. A 
hollow stem of kelp, coiled up after 
t'lo fasliion of a still-syorm, with an 
oil can at each end constitutes tho 
.plant which may now be seen at work 
-.■Sir in almost every encampment. Molass- 
's" ■ 1(93 is tho staple material. From one 
' .'gallon of molasses, a few potatoes, 
berries and a little yeast powder is 
• •"• distilled five bottles, being about one 
gallon, of liquor as clear as a dew- 
drop and- not much under proof in 
7 '.".'Btreiigthj'and they call it ,'Hootz-noo,' 
''i.-i. after the island on which it was first 
' ' ' manufactured. This liquor, which 
■ ' tbo writer has tasted, is, in smell and 
ilavor, not unlike good whisky, and 
is, we should ima;,'ine, highly intoxi- 
' ■ eating. The Indians of Alaska aro 
' manufacturing it in large quantities 
and aro selling it to the whites at pri- 
ces ranging from one dollar to two 
doll.ars a bottle. The introduction of 
spirituous liqiiofs lieing inliibiti|d by 
tue iaws of tne United States, Alas- 
ka presents a fine field for this home- 
made stufi", and we are assured that 
"Hootz-noo" now constitutes tho po- 
pular beverage, that '•Hooiz-noo cock- 
tails" aro considered the correct thing 
at Sitka. It seems that tho law can- 
not bo brought to bear upon this new 
, . and altogether unexpected enterprise. 
" That tho manufacture and sale of 
"Hootz-noo" would long be confined 
to Alaska was not to have been ex- 
MiV. peeted. AVe aro not surprised to learn 
that ifc?8: already being manuf acted by 
our own Indians near Fort Simpson. 
'■■ • ^gj.^' pan be little doubt that its manu- 
fsoture and use will vcrj^^aoon extend 
all along our coast and more or less 
into the interior, and it, therefore, 
becomes a serious question for our 
Governments and Legislators to eon- 
sidef how tfiia phenomenon shall be 
met — hov/ it is likely to affect our In- 
dians and coast interests. It may safe- 
ly be asserted that, should it bo decid- 
ed to regulate the manufacture and 
sale of "Hootz-noo" by existing excise 
laws, there will need to be a material 
'.increase in the revenue staff of the 
Province.

The family of E. B. Murray have 
been the greatest sufferors wo ever 
knew. Iu ten days, commencing with 
Dec. 29, eight children- from three to

Four of them were subsequently plac- 
ed temporarily in the receiving vault 
at Boardman's cemetery, as it was 
necesoary. tp ge^ them out of the house 
where the others were safiTering. Two 
more died last week, one on Wednes- 
day, heretofore chronicled in this pa- 
per, and tho last, Emma, aged 15, 
following her brothers and sisters on 
Friday last. Ti e scene in the uftliot- 
ed household was one long Xq be re- 
membered by those wjio witnessed tlie 
terrible a.f/ony of thn dying. Tho 
poor father of the bright childion.wlio 
had lost his wife and another child last 
July was too full of grief for even ut- 
terance, One by one he watched his 
loved ones snatched away from before 
his eyes. One by one the cold forms 
of liis idols were laid in their coffins. 
He witnessed the terriblo writbiuga 
and gasping for breath of his dying 
children; yet ho was powerless to give 
tlieni aid. It was awful to behold hia 
mental anguish. Only a few days ago 
his eight children were laughing and 
joyous, and now by tho hand of death 
each one that had been a comfort to 
tho lonely parent, waa, alas! called to 
join their mother. Most of the cliild- 
reu seemed to realize that thay must 
die and spoke of beiog with their 
mother in heaven, The last one, Em- 
ma, expressed a wish to live that she 
might bo a comfort to hor poor father, 
but the hand of Providence willed oth- 
er wige, for she soon joined the circle 
in the other world. On Sunday fore- 
noon, two dsuble sleighs bore away to 
North Granville ■with 6 coffins, conta'n- 
ing tho remains of tho deceased. It 
was a sad, sickening apootacdo, niul 
never shall we forgot ;lio .seem;. I'rav- 
eis were held at the house before leav- 
ing hero. When the remains arrived 
at North Gjanville, the Methodist 
ihurch congregation, -who Lad been 
just dismissed from iiioruing service, 
reiKiired to tho cemetery, whore tlie 
services at the graves were ]H'rfornH>d 
by llev. Mr. Craig, of North (JranviUo. 

The Methodist chutoU was then op- 
ened, when the roournora and delegn- 
ticnis ontoral to warm. After the re- 
turn of the agonized father and rela- 
tives from North Granville, a funeral 
sermon was preached by llev, ]\j|r. 
Haynea at the Pr<'«byteria;i elnirch.

The "Rochester Union" snys: — Wo 
have received this morning from tho 
agont of the Associated Pro?H tho fol- 
lowing despatch : — 

"Nkw Youk, Dec. 24.— A Washing- 
ton despatch says that remonstrances 
again.sL tho proposed Canadian Beoi- 
procity Treaty continue to bo receiv- 
ed. Two were presented ve.sterday 
to Mr. Foiiton, one from the city au- 
thorities of itoohester, and the other 
from tho Board of Trade of Oswego, 
They wore referred to tho Committee 
on Finance." 

W'e give this dispatch unusual pro- 
minence, in order to point out its 
glaring errors. Tho Coiumou Council 
of this city did not pass a remons- 
trance agairei the proposed treaty but, 
on tho contrary, adojited strong reso- 
lutions in favor of it, in tho following 
terms: — 

"Whereas tho new Reciprocity 
Treaty has been prepared between the 
United States of America and the Do- 
minion of Canada, by which Treaty 
certain valuable concessions nro made 
ill tho use of vessels, tbe enlargement 
of tho Wolland Canal, and tbe free 
use of fisheries, together with the ad- 
mission of certain products and manu- 
factured articles of each country free 
of duty, and thereby furnishing mar- 
kets for consumption between neigh- 
bours nearly allied and intimately con- 
nected; therefore. 

"Resolved, That we deem tlio ra- 
tification of the Reciprocity Treaty of 
great and vital importance tOrthe city 
of Ivochoster and its port of entry ai 
Charlotte, and that we request tho 
Common Council, as the reprosenta- 
tivo of the City of Rochester, to give 
expression to tho wishes of the citi- 
zens, and to urge our Senators in Con- 
gress to use their efforts to prefect and 
complete the Treaty as now prepar- 
ed." 

Tho same is true of the Board of 
Trade at Oswego. That organization 
passed resolutions in favour of the 
adoption of the proposed treaty, and 
mention of the fao( was made in this 
paper at tho time. If these are the 
kinJ of remons ranees which 'contin- 
ue to be received,' the pressure must 
be pretty strong in farouv oi recipro- 
city.
